There  has  been  an  increase  of  one  in  the  total  number  of  the 
state  institutions  since  the  close  of  the  year  191 4.  The  aggregate 
capital  stock  has  increased  $962,360.  The  combined  resources 
are  larger  by  $37,145,373,  or  nearly  eight  and  a  half  per  cent. 
The  gain  in  deposits  was  $36,618,734,  or  over  ten  per  cent. 

SAVINGS  BANKS. 

No  new  savings  bank  was  established  during  the  year  covered 
by  this  report.  The  identical  twenty-five  institutions  in  opera- 
tion at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  filed  reports  as  of  December 
31st.  Their  resources  and  liabilities  as  a  whole  on  that  date, 
together  with  the  chief  statistical  data  shown  by  their  reports,  are 
set  forth  in  the  following  table  :

The  resources  of  the  savings  banks  exhibit  an  increase  for  the 
year  of  $6,020,900,  or  nearly  five  and  a  half  per  cent.,  and  there 
was  a  gain  in  deposits  of  $4,903,417,  or  nearly  four  per  cent. 
The  amount  deposited  during  the  twelve  months,  not  including 
mterest  credited,  was  $344,995  more  than  the  amount  withdrawn, 
while  in  the  year  before  the  withdrawals  exceeded  the  deposits  by 
$2,410,902.  The  surplus  of  $9,477,030,  on  market  values  of 
securities  owned,  is  equal  to  seven  and  a  third  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  due  depositois. 

The  proportion  of  each  kind  of  investment  to  total  resources 
shows  but  little  variation  from  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year. 
Real  estate  mortgage  loans  compose  over  forty-three  per  cent., 
bonds  of  municipalities  in  this  state,  twenty-eight  per  cent.,  and 
railroad  bonds,  fourteen  and  three-quarters  per  cent. 

The  cash  on  hand  and  on  deposit  in  banks  and  trust  companies, 
a"mounting  to  $6,737,407,  plus  the  $3,013,370  loaned  on  collateral 
securities,  total  $9,750,777,  constituted  the  reserve  or  available 
fund  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  amount  being  equal  to  seven  and 
a  half  per  cent,  of  the  deposits  held. 

The  interest  paid  to  depositors  in  191 5  was  at  an  average 
rate  of  three  and  a  half  per  cent.,  the  same  as  in  the  preceding 
year. 

The  current  expenses  of  the  institutions  in  191 5,  not  including 
payments  on  account  of  rent  for  banking  rooms  or  taxes  on  bank- 
ing properties  owned,  totalled  $544,344,  which  is  equal  to  thirty- 
nine  hundredths  per  cent,  of  the  mean  or  average  assets  and  forty- 
two  hundredths  per  cent,  of  the  average  deposits  of  the  year. 

TRUST  COMPANIES. 

One  trust  company  was  incorporated  last  year,  with  a  capital 
of  $100,000,  the  new  institution  being  the  Lodi  Trust  Company, 
of  Lodi.  Its  certificate  was  filed  August  nth,  but  it  has  not  been 
authorized  to  open  its  doors  for  business  at  the  date  of  this  report. 

The  Clifton  Trust  Company,  of  Clifton,  and  the  South  River 
Trust  Company,  of  South  River,  both  incorporated  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  were  given  authority  to  commence  business  in  1915, 
the  former  on  May  4th  and  the  latter  on  February  2d. 

The  Metropolitan  Trust  Company,  of  Newark,  which  was  in- 
corporated on  January  2,  191 4,  has  forfeited  its  charter  as  the 
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result  of  its  failure  to  pay  in  its  capital  and  obtain  a  certificate  to 
begin  business  within  one  year  from  that  date. 

The  West  New  York  Trust  Company,  of  West  New  York, 
and  the  Jersey  City  Trust  Company,  of  Jersey  City,  filed  certifi- 
cates of  surrender  of  their  charters,  the  former  on  February  lo, 
19 1 5,  and  the  latter  on  January  nth  of  the  same  year. 

The  Burlington  County  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company, 
of  Moorestown,  changed  its  corporate  name,  by  certificate  filed 
July  17,  19 1 5,  to  the  Burlington  County  Trust  Company,  and  the 
title  of  the  Northern  New  Jersey  Trust  Company,  of  Edgewater, 
Bergen  County,  was  changed  to  the  Edgewater  Trust  Company, 
by  certificate  filed  October  21,  191 5. 

The  following  institutions  increased  their  paid-up  capital 
during  the  year  by  the  amounts  indicated,  viz :  Fidelity  Trust 
Company,  of  Newark,  from  $2,000,000  to  $3,000,000;  Mechanics 
Trust  Company,  of  Bayonne,  from  $100,000  to  $200,000.  The 
capital  of  the  Union  Trust  Company  of  New  Jersey,  of  Jersey 
City,  was  reduced  from  $500,000  to  $300,000.

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The  trust  companies  have  very  materially  increased  their 
resources  and  deposits  during  the  last  calendar  year.  The  above 
total  of  resources  shows  a  gain  for  the  twelve  months  of  $28,195,- 
793,  or  nearly  ten  per  cent.,  and  the  deposits,  which  total  $251,- 
889,856,  are  greater  in  amount  by  $28,747,718,  or  nearly  thirteen 
per  cent.  For  the  period  of  fourteen  months  ending  December 
31st  of  the  preceding  year  the  gains  in  the  corresponding  items 
were  six  and  eight  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  decrease  shown  in  the  aggregate 
^'surplus  fund"  is  accounted  for  by  the  payment  by  one  large  com- 
pany of  several  million  dollars  as  an  extra  dividend  to  its  stock- 
holders. This  also  affects  the  aggregate  resources  reported,  in 
that  the  amount  thereof  would  have  been  larger  to  the  extent 
of  such  dividend.  The  item  of  total  profits  for  the  year  includes 
over  three  million  dollars  of  what  properly  may  be  termed  an 
extraordinary  profit  derived  by  the  same  institution  from  the  sale 
of  the  shares  of  a  single  corporation  which  it  held.  The  item  of 
dividends  to  stockholders  is  very  much  in  excess  of  normal  figures 
because  of  the  inclusion  of  the  amount  of  the  large  extra  dividend 
mentioned. 

STATE  BANKS 

Two  new  state  banks  of  discount  and  deposit  were  established 
in  19 1 5,  viz.,  the  Matawan  Bank,  of  Matawan,  and  the  People's 
Bank  of  Pennsgrove,  of  Pennsgrove.  The  former  was  incor- 
porated on  April  28th,  and  the  latter  on  November  3d.  They 
were  authorized  to  commence  business  on  June  28th  and  Decem- 
ber 2 1  St,  respectively. 

The  paid-up  capital  of  the  Tradesmen's  Bank,  of  Vineland, 
was  increased  during  the  year  from  $50,000  to  $62,360. 

The  corporate  existence  of  the  Bordentown  Banking  Company, 
of  Bordentown,  was  extended  for  twenty  years  from  April  3. 
19 1 5,  by  certificate  filed  March  5,  19 15. 

The  City  Bank  of  Bayonne  surrendered  its  charter  by  certifi- 
cate filed  February  6,  19 15.

Compared  with  the  results  for  the  fourteen  months  ending 
December  31,  19 14,  the  increases  shown  above  in  the  combined 
resources  and  liabilities  of  the  state  banks  for  the  twelve  months 
of  191 5  are  much  more  favorable.  The  gain  in  resources  during 
the  latter  period  was  $2,967,599,  and  in  deposits,  $2,928,625,  as 
against  $101,546  and  $676,254,  respectively,  during  the  first 
mentioned  period. 
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PRIVATE  BANKERS. 

The  list  of  licensed  individual  or  private  bankers  remains  un- 
changed from  the  preceding  year.  They  are  but  twelve  in  number, 
and  with  few  exceptions  the  volume  of  their  banking  transactions 
is  very  limited.  Nearly  all  are  of  foreign  nationality.  They  re- 
port total  resources  on  December  31st  last  of  $2,541,402,  and  total 
deposits  of  $691,474,  the  former  amount  being  an  increase  of 
$194,294  and  the  latter  a  gain  of  $33,803  over  the  figures  for 
1914. 

SMAI.Iv  LOAN  BROKERS. 

On  November  30,  19 14,  there  were  24  offices  licensed  and  then 
doing  business  under  the  small  loan  act  of  that  year,  chapter  49. 
During  the  succeeding  twelve  months  9  additional  establishments 
were  authorized  and  10  discontinued  business,  leaving  23  offices 
in  active  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  license  of  one  firm  was  revoked  by  the  Commissioner  in 
April  last  for  violation  of  the  law  in  making  charges  for  loans 
in  addition  to  interest  at  the  maximum  lawful  rate  of  three  per 
cent,  per  month  on  unpaid  balances,  which  the  act  expressly  for- 
bids and  makes  a  misdemeanor.  The  facts  were  reported  to  the 
prosecutor  of  the  pleas  of  the  county  and  an  indictment  w^as 
found.  A  writ  of  certorari  was  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  hav- 
ing the  action  of  the  Commissioner,  in  revoking  the  license,  re- 
viewed by  the  courts,  and  the  case  is  still  pending.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  individual  licensees  number  7  and 
the  incorporated  offices  16.  By  dividing  the  amount  by  the 
number  of  loans  in  force  gives  $42.00  as  the  average  loan. 

The  reports  submitted  show  that  the  above  23  offices  had 
outstanding  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  7,559  loans,  aggregating 
$312,298;  that  21,149,  amounting  to  $1,181,866,  were  made  dur- 
ing the  year;  that  17,894,  amounting  to  $1,020,339,  were  repaid 
within  the  period,  and  that  445  items,  totaling  $17,763,  were 
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charged  off,  leaving  in  force  on  November  30th  last  10,367  loans, 
amounting  to  $436,062,  being  the  totals  shown  in  the  foregoing 
table.  Of  the  $17,763  charged  off,  the  sum  of  $14,142  was  re- 
ported by  one  individual  lender,  and  all  of  the  items  making  up 
this  amount  represented  loan  transactions  made  during  a  period 
of  several  years  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  small  loan  law  and 
which  had  been  carried  on  his  books  although  uncollectible. 

The  interest  collected  during  the  year  aggregated  $133,660, 
and  the  ''expenses"  of  all  kinds,  including  some  items  which 
properly  should  not  be  so  classified,  totaled  $84,820,  the  margin 
of  the  former  amount  over  the  latter  being  v$48,840.  This  show- 
ing is  quite  different  from  that  made  by  the  returns  for  Novem- 
ber 30,  1914,  of  the  24  offices  then  licensed,  the  margin  being  the 
other  way  by  $4,818.51,  that  is  to  say,  the  expenses  were  reported 
as  having  been  that  much  in  excess  of  the  interest  received.  But 
the  figures  for  the  date  last  mentioned  only  covered  a  little  over 
seven  months'  business,  as  the  small  loan  act  did  not  go  into  effect 
until  April  22,  1914. 

The  total  sum  of  $84,820  reported  as  having  been  disbursed 
during  the  year  for  ''expenses,"  was  composed  of  the  following 
items:  salaries  (including  $18,379  withdrawn  by  individual 
lenders  for  personal  use  and  charged  as  salaries  paid),  $32,815; 
"administration  expense,"  so-called,  being  commission  compensa- 
tion paid  by  a  group  of  branch  ofifices  of  an  incorporated  company 
to  a  "general  manager,"  $5,493;  wages,  $17,463;  interest  on 
money  borrowed  (including  $1,225  paid  by  branch  offices  to 
parent  companies  on  funds  advanced  as  capital),  $6,437;  ^^^t- 
$5,732;  advertising,  $2,988;  traveling.  $1,264;  legal  expenses, 
$1,270;  recording  mortgages,  $895;  telephone  and  telegraph, 
$1,023  j  license  fees,  $1,250;  surety  bonds,  $460;  taxes,  insurance, 
printing,  stationery,  postage,  light,  fuel,  water  and  other  inci- 
dentals, $7,731. 

Of  the  23  ofifices  some  16,  having  an  aggregate  capital  invest- 
ment on  November  30th  last  of  $305,859,  reported  total  interest 
receipts  for  the  year  of  $117,501,  and  total  "expenses"  of  all 
kinds  of  $63,595,  the  excess  of  interest  being  $53,906.  In  each 
of  the  16  cases  the  interest  received  was  the  greater  amount,  but 
the  proportion  of  net  gain  varied  considerably  among  the  several 
ofifices,  the  better  showing  of  course  being  made  by  those  having 
the  lower  percentage  of  expenditure.    In  one  instance,  that  of  an 
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individual  licensee  whose  transactions  were  of  large  volume,  but 
with  a  comparatively  low  expense  ratio,  the  excess  of  interest  was 
equivalent  to  sixty-one  per  cent.  In  two  other  cases  the  excess 
was  as  high  as  fifty  per  cent.  The  reports  of  6  offices,  with  a  capi- 
tal investment  amounting  to  $43,267,  show  total  interest  received 
of  $16,159,  total  expenses,  $21,225,  excess  of  expenses,  $5,066, 
and  in  the  case  of  one  lender  doing  a  very  small  business  the 
interest  and  expenses  were  the  same  in  amount.  Included  in  the 
$16,159  returned  as  expenses  by  the  six  offices  mentioned,  is  the 
sum  of  $11,016  of  salaries  paid,  of  which  $9,050  was  withdrawn 
by  the  proprietors  and  charged  as  salary. 

The  small  loan  law  was  enacted  as  more  or  less  of  an  experi- 
ment, and  it  was  contended  by  the  loan  brokers  at  the  time  that 
the  particular  plan  of  allowing  lenders  to  charge  interest  on  loans 
at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  month  on  unpaid  balances  and 
forbidding  any  other  charges  of  whatever  kind,  would  preclude  a 
fair  return  on  the  investment  and  prove  unworkable.  The  statis- 
tics given  above  do  not  bear  this  out,  but  on  the  contrary  suffice 
to  show  that  the  scheme  is  both  feasible  and  profitable  where  other 
conditions  are  favorable,  the  things  that  militate  against  success 
being  too  small  a  volume  oi  business,  excessive  expenses  and 
insufficient  capital.
